passed by a vote of 68 to 12 the Aid hill appropriating $100,000 per 
annum for two years to finance the work of tick erndic at ion. 
Ibis 
move to get rid of the cattle tick marks a long stop forward in tin* 
progress of Louisiana. 
It will open the way for the development on 
a sounder basis of the live stock industry in the State, and it will 
make possible a great improvement in the dairying industry. 
The 
State will doubtless find that the $400,000 per year it is to spend 
in eradication work was one of th** *:est investments ii ever made. 
Louisiana’s progress in the upbuilding of its Lvo stock anti dairying 
industries has been held back for a number of yearn by opposition to 
tick eradication laws. 
While the neighboring Stat 
of Texas. Arkan­

allowing the pest** to sap an enormous amount of wealth I rom two im- 
portant industries.
